Canada was appointed in October 
last ; and at the same time the city 
of Edmonton appointed the first 
local Woman Probation Officer, under 
the police department. Two weeks 
later, the governing body of, the 
Child: +; Aid Society in Calgary 
appointed their local Woman Pro- 
bation Officer ; and in the two other 
large cities of the province, Leth- 
bridge and Medicine Hat, size and 
condition are such as to warrant the 
-|appointment of such officers. 


It is the duty of the chief Pro- 
bation Officer to keep in touch with 
the work all over the province; to 
visit, in so far as practicable, the 
towns, villages, and outlying  dis- 
tricts, discovering the existing con- 
ditions for girls, and by speaking, 
writing or other means doing every- 
thing possible to arouse the active 
interest of officials, the public gen- 
erally, and woman particularly, in 
bettering conditions and in providing 
for the well-being and safe-guarding 
of the young girls of our province. 

This officer is employed by the 
government, which defrays all neces- 
sary expenses to enable her to go 
about at the request of any body of 
people who may desire her services 
in speaking, to create the desired in- 
terest on the part of the commun- 
ity and in giving information on the 
work the department is endeavoring 
to do. Such bodies may be church 
societies, womans’ clubs, temperance 
associations or simply a number of 
‘people who are interested in public 
welfare. 

The work of the local probation 
officer in directly with the indivi- 
dual. She comes in contact with 
the delinquent or dependent girl 
through the medium of the juvenile 
court or through her own investiga- 
tions. She makes herself conversant 
with the girls’ former environment, 
| habits, tastes, capabilities and frail- 
, ties. Then if the girl is old enough 
to earn a livlihood she is assisted to 
procure a suitable position for which 
her attainments fit her. 

The “Big Sister’ or probation 
officer keeps the girls committed to 
her charge under constant super- 
vision and keeps posted as to their 
conduct, and incites them to im- 
provement in every way. The local 
officer is usually in touch with local 
employers and merchants, who glad- 
ly render what assistance they can in 
providing necessary positions and 
allowing a generous discount on all 
purchases made under the officer’s 
supervision. The ‘‘big sister’’ ac- 
companies her charges on_ their 
shopping tours, assisting them in 

el 
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;their purchases and advising them 


of, what is desirable and in keeping 
with their employment. Girls who 
are unable to make full payment 
for any article are sometimes. per- 
mittéd to run an account in~ the 
officer’s namie with her-consent, and 
make weekly or. monthly payments. 

The wages or-salaries of _ these. 
girls are always paid directly to the 
department and are entered in ‘a 
trust account for the earner. 

All probation officers are vested 
with full police powers in the mat- 
ter of making arrests, and wear an 
official button as the insignia, 
though arrests would not be made 
unless girls were behaving in. an un- 
seemly ,manner, or some adult were 
guilty fof. abusing minors, or induc- 
ing them to crime. This badge also 
gives ther official freedom in enter- 
ing any place and making investi- 
gation of questionable places, if it is 
considered necessary. . 

The local police co-operate in the 
matter of furnishing protection when 
needed, also ia reporting cases of 
girls of the age with which the 
department can deal. 

Frequently anonymous reports are 
sent, giving information as to the 
whereabouts or actions of suspicious 
characters, and an. investigation, of 
these frequently runs into the wee 
sna’ hours of the morning. 

The probation officers also interest 
themselves, in so.far as time admits, 
in the provision of proper modes of 
recreation at small or no cost to 
employed girls. Much immorality 
can he directly traced to the 
legitimate desire for pleasure, which 
every girl has, but for which she 
lacks social position, or sufficient 
means to procure, and she is there- 
fore easily overcome by,the unscrup- 
ulous, who are willing to provide for 
this need, and ultimately the poor 
unfortunate girl pays a heavy price.

girls’ social and nature clubs have 
been formed in various places’ to 
give girls healthful and happy recre- 
ation with which to fill the hours 
not employed, and help ‘to build up 
a healthy, useful womanhood. 

In short, the probation officers are 
the girls’ ‘‘friends,’’ their mission 
in life being in every way to bring 
about better citizenship, assisting by 
every possible method girls anxious 
to make the most of themselves and 
stimulating them to help other girls 
in doing the same.

RURAL POSTMASTER TO 
GET MORE MONEY 


Political Opponents Approve 


The announcement that Hon. L. 
P. Pelleticr is following up his other 
measures for the improvement of con- 
ditions in the postal service by in- 
creasing the remuneration paid to 
country ypostmasters, has evoked 
commendatory comament throughout 
Canada. 

Mr. Pelletier acts upon the _ prin- 
ciple that a satisfied official means 
in improved sorvice, 5 

He has done much and is doing 
more to produce a better spirit and 
a more loyal effort in all branches of 
the postal service, and the result is 
already being shown in the remark- 
able strides which the Post Office 
Department has made under his ad- 
ministration. - 

The late Government cared little 
and.did less for the men whose work 
enables the postal service of Canada 
to proceed year by year on a basis 
jot efficiency. The changes introduced 
by Mr. Pelletier are for the better 
and are so recognized. Here, for 
‘example, is a tribute from the prom- 
nent Liberal newspaper, the Ottawa 
Free Press, the Liberal organ at the 
Capital :— 
| “Tt is announced that Hon. L. P. 
Pelletier, Postmaster-General, has 
decided to increase the minimum sal- 
ary paid to rural postmasters. In 
the past this has been $35 per an- 
num; in the future it is to be $50 
per annum. We imagine that this 
action of Mr. Pelletier will be gen- 
erally approved. The increase should 
have gone into effect years ago. — 
| “While it is true that the duties 
of some of these postmasters aro 
very light, and while it may be that 


there are indirect’ benefits connected 


with the position of postmaster in 
rural districts, it has. always ,seemed 
to us a miserable sort of thing for 
His Majesty to hand to these public 
servants as wages an amount so 
insignificant. 

“The Canadian post office is prob- 
agiy one of the most efficiont of the 
departments of the Dominion gov. 
‘ernment ; its officers are génerally 
admitted to be the hardest worked 
of any in the government employ ; 
it is the department that comes in 
direct contact with the public every 
day and that contributes most to 
the comfort and convenience of the 
people ; yet the salaries paid in the 
Post Office Department are, taken 
ias a whole, lower than those paid in 
‘any other department."’
